Army puts

After nearly a week of watching mil¬ 
itary vehicles of all kinds roll along the 
streets of Welland and neighbouring 
communities, area residents will have 
an opportunity for an up-close look 
at those vehicles while meeting some 
of the soldiers who have been driving 

Soldiers participating in the Stalwart 
Guardian 2014 training exercise along 
the Welland Canal this week are invit¬ 
ing the community to visit their camp at 
the former John Deere plant, 555 Canal 
Bank St., Thursday from 1 p.m. to 5 p.m. 

Cpt. Carrie Pluck, public affairs officer 
for die Canadian Armed Forces 4th Divi¬ 
sion, said people will be able to “get out 
and see all the vehicles that have been 
used on the exercise this week, see the 
weapons that are being used, talk to the 
soldiers, ask questions about the exer- 

The equipment includes armoured 
personnel carriers such as LAV Ills and 
Coyotes, as well as weapons and body 
armour. 

Pluck said the event will also include 
activities for children. 

“We’ll have an area for the kids to get 


their face painted with the camouflage 
paint,” she said — the same paint some 
of the soldiers have been wearing while 
training. 

Although there was still to be train¬ 
ing exercises at Niagara Central Airport 
in Pelham Wednesday, Pluck said they 
wouldn’t include an originally-sched¬ 
uled paratroop exercise. 

She said the Hercules military aircraft 
that was to be used for the parachuting 
exercise was "pulled away for real-time 
operations.” 

“That’s common,” she added. "It hap- 

Despite the change, she said “there 
is still definitely stuff going on Wednes- 

But with the exception of planned 
events like Thursday’s community event, 
Pluck said it’s difficult to predict pre¬ 
cisely when and where people should 
be to watch the action. 

“It is very hard for the exercise to 
be viewed as times and scenario may 
change at any time,” she said. “Also 
depending on some locations we have 
to be aware of everyone’s safety.”

PREVENTING DEHYDRATION 101 

Many of us may not think about it, but with the combination of warmer 
temperatures and increased activity, our bodies are losing more water than 
usual. If we do not replace the fluids that are lost, we are putting ourselves 
at risk of dehydration. The common feeling of being thirsty is the body’s 
way of letting us know that it is becoming dehydrated and needs the 
lost fluids to be replaced. This signal should not be ignored, so when you 
feel thirsty, it’s time to get a drink of water. The problem arises when the 
person does not have close access to water or if they become dehydrated 
very quickly from too much heat exposure or exercise. At this point the 
symptoms of dehydration are more serious and may include weakness, 
dizziness, fainting, decreased urination, or deeply yellow-coloured urine. 
A person with any of these symptoms may require medical attention. 
Fortunately, there are some very simple steps that you can take to prevent 
dehydration. Always bring extra water with you - especially for outdoor 
events or if working outside. Wear light-coloured and loose-fitting clothing 
as it will keep you cooler on hot, sunny days. Try to avoid exercise and 
exposure during high heat index days or at least limit time spent in the 
heat by finding a shaded area to cool down. Limit alcohol consumption, 
because alcohol increases water loss leading to dehydration. 

It is important for everyone to keep hydrated, but it is especially important 
to ensure that children and elderly people are getting enough fluids. It 
may be difficult to get children to drink lots of water throughout the day, 
so providing them with snacks of fruits and vegetables that have high 
water content will help to replace those lost fluids. Some of the most 
hydrating foods include cucumber, iceberg lettuce, tomatoes, watermelon, 
strawberries, and cantaloupe. 

Warmer weather and sunny days are ideal for outdoor events and 
activities, but please keep in mind our tips for staying cool and hydrated 
this summer season!
